maintaining instructional work for the farm boys 

and girls of this state. _The agricultural college has 
grown from a modest beginning in the sixties to one 
of the most noted institutions of its kind in America, and 
presided over by Dean Charles F. Curtiss, recognized 
everywhere as a teacher, executive and stockman. He 
ranks today as one of the country’s foremost breeders 
of livestock and shares with former Secretary of Agri- 
culture “Tama Jim” Wilson the credit for the agricultural 
work that has been done 
at Ames. 

The work in dairy hus- 
bandry constitutes a part 
of the animal husbandry 
department though degrees 
in dairy husbandry have 
been conferred for the past 
three years. The advance- 
ment of this work from 
1910 is due to Prof. H. 
H. Kildee, until 1916 head 
of the dairy husbandry 
work, and now engaged in 
similar work at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. He is 
one of the few college men 
in this country that is 
recognized by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America as an official judge.

pounds of butter during the first 40 days. She is a large 
two-year-old, weighing 127 pounds when born, and re- 
maining a good feeder. 

Perhaps the best cow individually in the herd is 
Pauline DeHaan De Kol 3d, with a four-year-old record 
of 15,844.7 pounds of milk and 635.7 pounds of butter. 
She possesses the symmetry, style, and carriage that 
stamps her as an excellent typed cow. She is also ex- 
ceptionally well bred, being sired by one of the good 
sons of Paul Beets De Kol, one of the century sires, 
and tracing back on her dam’s side to the well known 
Brookside herd breeding.

The Holstein herd at the college is a credit to the 
breed as well as to the institution. Through the use of 
superior bulls, it is hoped to develop a herd of females 
capable of large production and noted for their size, type 
and individuality. Iowa was one of the pioneer states 
in the breeding of Holsteins and will continue to be one 
of the leading states in the breeding and developing of 
them.

ITH a few exceptions, I feel safe in saying that 
W the Holstein-Friesian cow in her native home is 

subjected to the same diseases as in America. I 
shall, therefore, not dwell on all the diseases, their treat- 
ment, prevention, etc., but only on four diseases that 
have occurred among the Friesian cattle for centuries 
and still occur, and for the fighting of which much money 
and time have been sacrificed without decisive results. 
These four diseases are abortion, afterbirth, mammitis 
and tuberculosis. 

Abortion—With the possible exception of tubercu- 
losis, there is no disease among dairy cattle that causes 
a greater loss than infectious abortion. The loss incurred 
from it is threefold. First, loss of calf; second, decreased 
milk production, and third, trouble in getting the cow in 
calf. 

For a long time the Friesian farmers considered 
hooking, jumping and bad feed to be the causes of this 
disease, but later they learned that the cause was a germ 
as in so many diseases. Fighting the last, therefore, was 
the remedy and this is done by isolating infected cows, 
disinfecting everything thoroughly and using serum and 
vaccine applications. 

The carbolic and methylene blue treatment did not 
show to be efficient enough and could not counterbal- 
ance the following serum treatment. If a case of abor- 
tion has occurred, all the cows are treated in the fol- 
lowing way: 

Cows pregnant for three or four months are first in- 
jected with 10 gram virus and three weeks afterwards 
with 20 gram serum. 

Cows pregnant from five to seven months get first 
10 gram virus and 20 gram serum and three weeks after- 
wards another 20 gram serum. 

Cows in or after the seventh month get 100 gram 
serum. The serum is furnished by the government serum 
institute. 

Afterbirth—From my youth I remember how much 
care was taken of cows that retained their afterbirth, as 


my father and grandfather knew by their own experience, 
that such cows had lost quite a bit of their productive- 
ness. Several of the cows got in a pining away condi- 
tion, loss of milk, barrenness, etc., and they knew ex- 
actly from certain symptoms which cows had cleared off 
and which had retained their afterbirth. 

The retaining of the afterbirth reveals itself in differ- 
ent ways, which I shall mention here briefly. 

Sometimes a heavy pus with a disagreeable odor is 
discharged from the uterus for months. It often occurs 
that the cow absorbs the rotten septic or poisonous mat- 
ter, which often results in death or barrenness. The 
writer remembers a case where the cow had calved four 
weeks, at the end of which time she lost her appetite one 
morning and died that night. 

Sometimes a small portion of the afterbirth comes 
a few days later, the “short afterbirth” as we called it 
on our farm. This is generally not considered so serious. 
If warm bran mashes and rich oil feeds did not drive off 
the afterbirth within three days, the doctor or an_ex- 
perienced person was sent for to remove the afterbirth, 
after which luke warm disinfectants (2 per cent lysol 
solution) were injected. 

It is better to have the afterbirth removed the sec- 
ond day, as the mouth of the uterus will generally close 
soon after calving, which causes much trouble later in 
removing the afterbirth. If the afterbirth is retained, 
the farmer should never try pulling off the protruding 
pieces, as this generally tears a piece off, but leaves a 
good deal in it still. As a remedy, some farmers give 
the cow a warm water drench in which is put 1% pounds 
of epsom salts through the mouth, and in addition to 
this, half a pint of linseed oil and one pint of strong 
ginger tea twice a day. The writer, however, would ad- 
vise removing the afterbirth by an experienced person 
within 36 hours after calving and thoroughly disinfecting 
afterwards with antiseptic solutions. Tyo-metra or sep- 
tic metrites, as we sometimes find it in text books, is the 
scientific name for this abnormality. 

Tuberculosis—Soon after Koch’s tuberculin test found 
a more general application, it became the policy of the 


Friesian government department to get all farmers in the

The Profit Maker 


HE question of the increased income that is derived 

from the increased production of any certain article, 
no-matter what that article may be, is not a new one. 
The United States Department of Agriculture has ob- 
tained some statistics on “dairy profits,” that illustrate the 
point in a concise way. The figures were obtained from 
the records of 1,668 cows in various cow testing associa- 
tions. It was found that cows producing 150 pounds of 
butterfat in a year and this is about the average produc- 
tion, made a net income for their owner of $18. Let 
us look down the list and see what a cow that produces 
just three times this amount, or 450 pounds of fat in a 
year, will net the caretaker. Investigations disclose the 
fact that a cow producing this latter amount makes an 
income above the cost of feed of $108. It is obvious 
therefore that the high producing cow is the money 
maker. Why should not all breeders strive to have cows 
that will produce three times what the average cow pro- 
duces in a year when she will net just six times what 
the poorer one will? 

It has been found that larger cows produce larger 
amounts in a year’s time and this is where the Holstein 
breeder has gained at least one point. 


Conclusive proof that the dairy industry is one of 
the most important, if not the most important, of all lines 
of agriculture, is evidenced by the fact that right now 
in these times of food shortage, farm papers are making 
a stronger appeal for the cause of dairying than any 
other cause. Extension bureaus in general also realize the 
importance of this vast industry and are urging the use 
of better dairy stock and more of it. 


The summary of the first cow testing association 
in a middle western state shows 352 cows on test during 
the month of June. Of these, 19 made over 50 pounds 
of butterfat in 30 days. Of the 19, nine were Holsteins, 
and eight were Jerseys. It must be remembered that this 
cow testing association is merely a farmers’ movement 
and undoubtedly a large majority of the cattle are grades.

Is 12c a quart too much to pay for 
milk or is the 8c the dealer used to 
get all to which he is entitled?

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sideration. The ration to meet 
the needs of the dairy cow must 
be balanced, palatable, laxative, 
bulky, it should have variety and be 
adapted for the particular phase of 
dairy feeding for which it is made 
up, i. e., for milk production § or 
growth, etc., and finally must ap- 
proach as near as possible these re- 
quirements at the lowest possible 
cost. 

A balanced ration is one having a 
proper proportion between the vari- 
ous digestible nutrients: protein, car- 
bohydrates, fats and ash, or mineral 
matter. Just the exact proportion 
between these nutrients required will 
depend on a number of things, such 
as the age of the animals fed, the 
amount of milk being produced and 
the quality of that milk, the condi- 
tion of the cow, whether in good 
flesh, or poor, and finally upon the 
price of feeds accessible. The cow 
giving milk must supply relatively 
large amounts of protein, carbohy- 
drates and ash, and these should be 
fed in the proper amounts. If the 
ration does not supply enough of 
these nutrients in the required 
amounts the cow will either decrease 
the milk flow or draw upon her sup- 
ply of these nutrients in her body. 
It has been shown that a dairy cow 
of good average productivity, fed a 
ration deficient in lime, reduced the 
amount of lime in ‘her skeleton 25 per 
cent. If a ration is not balanced the 
yield of milk will surely be reduced, 
if not in the present period then in 
the succeeding one. 

Rations are generally spoken of as 
being wide or narrow. This refers 
to the nutritive ratio of the ration. 
The nutritive ratio is obtained by 
subtracting the protein from the to- 
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tal digestible nutrients and dividing 
the remainder by the protein. This 
gives the ratio of the protein to 
the carbohydrate equivalent. A nar- 
row ration has more protein in pro- 
portion to the carbohydrates’ than 
does a wide ration. 

When cows are carrying flesh a 
ration containing more protein or a 
narrower ration may be fed, and 
when they are poor in flesh more 
carbohydrates should be fed. It is 
usually a good practice to have the 
herd in reasonably good flesh at all 
times if possible. There are many 
cows, however, that will not carry 
flesh while producing heavily. 

When cows produce high testing 
milk they will require a wider ration 
than cows producing low testing 
milk. The proper ration to be fed to 
cows producing milk of average 
composition should supply nutrients 
so there will be five and one-half to 
six times as much carbohydrate equiv- 
alent as protein. By so doing the 
feeder requires the cow to utilize pro- 
tein energy as a substitute for carbo- 
hydrates, and though considerable 
stimulation is given to milk produc- 
tion by a narrow ration, it is doubt- 
ful if this practice is advisable over 
an extended period of time. ‘Cows 
thought to be non-persistent milkers 
are often forced into this state by 
improperly balanced rations. 

It is economically wrong to  be- 
come wedded to a certain grain mix- 
ture. The ration selected will be 
controlled quite largely by the mar- 
ket upon which feeds are purchased, 
but this need not affect seriously the 
various essentials of a good ration if 
proper roughages are the basis for 
compounding the ration. The rough- 
age fed is the foundation upon which 
the grain mixture is built. The better 
this part of the ration, the less ex- 
pensive need be the grain mixture.

_When a cow is being forced for 
high production her ration will differ 
from that fed under normal condj- 
tions. When high production js 
sought, little or no attention is given 
to the cost of the ration, while this 
point is of prime importance under 
normal conditions. 
_ With our knowledge of the varia- 
tion of the per cent of fat and amount 
of milk during a lactation period, it 
is evident that a ration balanced for 
a cow at a certain period in lactation 
or during a certain part of the year 
may not be balanced for her at an- 
other time. Let it be understood 
then, as the final meaning of a bal- 
anced ration, that it is one supplying 
the various nutrients in the amounts 
needed by the animals to accomplish 
the purposes for which they are being 
fed. In practice it is satisfactory to 
have a ration for milk production for 
the herd, and another for dry cows. 
It will usually be best to have a 
special ration that can be fed both 
to growing heifers and the bulls; a 
special ration for calves under six 
months is also to be recommended, 
and when very high production is 
sought from certain cows, a special 
ration will be necessary for them. 

Palatability—Probab]~ there is no 
other factor carrying greater in- 
fluence on the amount of feed a cow 
will consume than the palatability of 
her ration. Her needs are certainly 
those prompting the consumption of 
feed but her greatest capacity cannot 
be reached with unpalatable feeds. To 
a certain extent it must be remem- 
bered the joy of living and working 
is largely found by the cow in her 
daily ration. The successful feeder 
spends a great deal of time in ascer- 
taining the feeds which carry desir- 
able palatability. It is a common be- 
lief that palatable feeds stimulate 
digestion or hasten it, and in this 
way, to a certain extent, create a 
greater capacity. 

With a knowledge of the character- 
istics of feedstuffs it is a compara- 
tively simple matter to make up a 
ration high in palatability. The first 
effort to supply palatable rations 
should be made in the roughages 
grown on the farm. This is import- 
ant for two reasons. First, if excel- 
lent palatability is supplied in the 
roughages such as clover, alfalfa and 
silage, there is a splendid opportunity 
to reduce the cost of production by 
increased consumption of roughages 
supplemented by a fairly palatable 
and cheaper grain mixture. Second, 
dairy stock of all kinds should be 
allowed and encouraged to consume 
large amounts of roughage. The 
economic function of the dairy cow 
in the world is to change these 

















ages and other feeds into a 
food of par-excellence for human con- 
sumption. This will usually be done 
more economically when much rough- 
age is fed in proportion to grain. 

Palatability will be increased by 
the proper use of salt in the grain 

ixture. 
mvsxativeness.—Feeds may _ bring 
about four conditions in the digestive 
tract during digestion as they pass 
through the body, viz.: 

1, Neutral action is the tendency 
of a feed to cause the right condi- 
tions in the digestive tract, for the 
digestion and expulsion of itself 


‘alone. 

2. Constipating action is the tend- 
ency of a feed to cause a dry and in- 
active condition in the digestive tract 
during its digestion (costive action). 

3. Laxative action is the tendency 
of a feed to cause a semi-fluid condi- 
tion in the digestive tract during its 
digestion and expulsion. 

4. Purgative action is the tend- 
ency of a feed to cause an _ abnor- 
mal flow of moisture to the digestive 
tract and to hasten peristaltic move- 
ments of the bowels. 

To maintain the proper consistency 
of feed in the digestive tract of the 
dairy cow is very important. The 
digestive tract seems to be especially 
adapted for handling the food in 
combination with considerable mois- 
ture. It is this moisture content 
which makes feeds commonly known 
as succulent, very valuable in dairy 
feeding. Silage and roots are the suc- 
culent feeds available in winter but 
in their absence wet beet pulp can 
readily be used. In summer, pas-

ture and soiling crops generally sup- 
ply this succulence. It is true, how- 
ever, that the desirable condition can 
not always be maintained with suc- 
culent feeds alone. It is often neces- 
sary to use certain concentrates in the 
grain mixture that will tend to cause 
moisture to flow into the digestive 
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tract. Such feeds are commonly de- 
scribed as laxative. If a constipat- 
ing feed such as timothy hay or cot- 
tonseed meal is used in the ration, it 
is wise to counteract this tendency 
with a laxative feed such as a legume 
hay, silage, bran or linseed oil meal.

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Selecting Rations for Dairy 
Cows

A study of the various feedstuffs will 
enable one to use judgment in this 
phase of compounding rations. In 
general, when as many as five feeds 
including roughages enter into the 
ration at least two of them should be 
laxative in character. 


Adaptability—Certain feeds have 
characteristics which make them 
adaptable for certain kinds of feeding. 
The ration which is suitable for milk- 
ing cows is not always suitable for 
dry cows. The ration can in some 
cases include poorly adapted feeds, 
but they should be in the minority 
if best results are to be obtained. In 
dairy feeding six phases are well 
established, namely; feeding for milk 
production, preparing the cow for 
calving, calf feeding, feeding young 
stock, fitting stock, and feeding the 
herd sire.. Rations can be com- 
pounded which may meet fairly well 
all of these phases but economical 
feeding will seldom permit of such a 
practice; therefore, when making up 
a ration, it is necessary to bear these 
phases in mind and compound the ra- 
tion according to its use. 


Bulk.—Not only is the dairy cow’s 
digestive tract adapted for handling 
roughages, but it is also especially 
adapted to handling grains that have 
bulk, one pound of which will oc- 
cupy considerable space. Under prim- 
itive conditions the cow probably con- 
sumed only feeds classed as rough-

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ages, with a possible small amount of 
ripe seeds, etc. Man has added to 
this roughage a large number of 
grains, some of which are very com- 
pact. It becomes necessary then to 
meet this natural adaption of the 
cow’s digestive tract and supply bulk 
in the ration. This bulk or looseness 
and lightness of the grain mixture is 
believed to enable the digestive juices 
to penetrate or mix with the feed 
more thoroughly and thereby facili- 
tate digestion. Furthermore, very 
heavy feeds subject all animals to 
digestive disturbances. 

A common practice and one having 
considerable merit is the feeding of 
heavy or compact grain mixtures on 
the silage when bulky feeds cannot 
be purchased economically. This 
overcomes to a certain extent the 
lack of bulk in the grain mixture. 
The influence it has on the efficiency 
of digesting concentrates is not 
known. 

One-third of the grain mixture by 


weight should be of bulky feeds. With. 


this proportion there is less danger 
of overfeeding or indigestion. 
Variety.—It has long been believed 
that best results in feeding dairy cows 
were obtained when a number of 
feeds were used to make up the ra- 
tion. In times past this practice 
would have meant the incorporating 
of a number of species of plants or 
their products in the ration. Today, 
however, with numerous feeds which 
are by-products, a ration may have 
a good many concentrates in it, all of 
which are products from one plant. 
It has been indicated by recent inves- 
tigational work that a number of 
different plant products will usually 
be advisable. To illustrate the ease 
of confining a grain mixture to the 
products of one plant, the following 
ration is mentioned: cornmeal, glu- 
ten, distillers’ grains (corn) and corn 
bran. If this mixture was supple- 
mented by corn silage and corn stover 
a restricted ration would be the re- 
sult. It is necessary to have variety

Mineral Matter—Mineral salts 


different combinations control life 
processes. The heart beats and the 


functioning of the various oth 
gans of the body depend aon the 
proper supply of mineral matter, The 
building of the skeleton and other 
structural materials must depend on 
the mineral matter. Generally the 
rations if meeting all other require- 
ments will have a sufficient supply for 
average cows. However, when pro- 
duction is high and the ration is lack- 
ing in this nutrient, ground limestone 
and bone meal will generally be use- 
ful fed at the rate of % to 1 ounce 
of either daily. 


Salt is the mineral matter common- 
ly taken into consideration in com- 
pounding good rations. It is a very 
commendable practice to incorporate 
from one to one and one-half nounds 
of salt in the grain mixture for each 
100 pounds of feed. In addition to 
this, there should be some means of 
giving the animals free access to salt. 
An excess of salt in the ration is un- 
desirable because it stimulates the 
consumption of water for the single 
purpose of carrying off the excess salt 
through the urine and other excre- 
tions. A still larger amount will im- 
pair the digestion of other nutrients. 

Cost.—The ultimate aim of one in 
the dairy business is to make money. 
It is of just as much importance to 
save money on the cost of production 
as it is to get a better price for the 
product. In fact, the first practice is 
the ultimate demand that society will 
make on all producers of any kind of 
food. Often the practice of publish- 
ing recommended grain mixtures or 
rations meets with the objection that 
the mixture costs too much. With a 
knowledge of the cost of the nutrients 
in the different feeds and compounding 
rations upon this basis, the panacea 
for loss in producing milk is often 
found. The day is past when the 
dairyman can choose a lifetime ration. 
He must be a student of the feed 
market and study the use of the feeds 
that will meet his requirements most 
economically. With each supnly of 
feed purchased it may, become neces- 
sary to alter the grain mixture. 
dairyman should know as much about 
feeds on the market and the selection 
of them as he does about dairy cows. 
The business of dairying becomes 
more a business of close competition 
each year. A few hours throughout 
the year devoted to analysing the 
feed market will usually mean a sav- 
ing of considerable money to the 
dairyman. There is a maximum price 
that the dairyman can afford to pay 
for feedstuffs. This will vary with 
the price received for the product and 
must be determined by each dairyman. 
Sometimes it may be advisable to feed 
largely of the roughages, if they are 
of good quality, to approach the re- 
quirement. 

Physiological Effect—The cumula- 




















tive result of a ration, embodying all 
the foregoing requirements except 
"cost, is known as the physiological 

effect. If certain requirements are in 
excess the physiological effect may be 
undesirable. For instance, a_ ration 
which is too laxative may not be com- 
pletely digested and the cow becomes 
poor; while a ration that is too bulky 
means the consumption of a large 

amount of feeds that do not yield a 
sufficient supply of digestible nu- 
trients, and she loses flesh when pro- 
ducing heavily. 

A constipating ration will be a 
physiological tax on the cow due to 
the difficulties encountered when 
there is an insufficient amount_ of 
moisture in the digestive tract. This 
condition facilitates the absorption 
of poisons from the feces by the 
prolonged retention of it. 

Oftentimes the physiological effect 
of the ration is not apparent until the 
ration has been fed for a_ consider- 
able length of time. This is illus- 
trated by the feeding of rations defi- 
cient in lime. The animal can draw on 
the skeleton for a time unnoticed, 
but finally the skeleton has become 
porous and the bones brittle. It is 
at this time that the bones are easily 
broken and sometimes the hips are 
knocked down when the sire is heavy 
or the cow is ridden by other ani- 
mals. Growing stock, milking cows 
and pregnant animals are especially 
in need of rations which are 
physiologically balanced. 

The physiological effect of a ration 
is the ultimate criterion as_ to 
whether the entire ration is meeting 
the needs of the animal fed, either 
for producing milk, growth, fats, 
fetus, or in conditioning the animal. 

Most dairymen welcome the time 
in the spring when cows can be 
turned to pasture, not alone because 
it is a saving in feed and labor but 
because it tends to stimulate higher 
production. This is especially true 
where improper feeding has existed 
in the barn. In order to take ad- 
vantage of the succulent grasses most 
men turn to pasture before the 
grasses are of proper composition to 
support a milk yield.. The watery 
grasses must be supplemented, be- 
cause a cow’s time and capacity are 
insufficient to gather enough food 
for heavy production. There is also 
another reason for supplementing 
early pasture grasses, and that is to 
prevent or cover to some extent, the 
strong and characteristic flavor that is 
imparted to the milk at this time. 

Pasture grasses are relatively high 

in protein. In fact they are them- 
selves not far from a balanced ration 
having a nutritive ratio of 1 to 4 or 
5. This refers to the mixed grasses. 
Green grasses of any plant have a 
narrower nutritive ratio than the 
hays. During the early season it is 
not probable that over 40 or 50 
pounds of grass are eaten daily and 
some dry hay or even silage may 
be used to supplement this. Grain 
should also be used but it must be 
wider than the winter ration in nu- 
tritive ratio. 

When the grasses are at their best 
it is of doubtful economy to _ feed 
grain to ordinary cows, although there 
is no doubt that the yield may be 
somewhat increased by so_ doing. 
With large producers it is essential 
to feed some grain as they cannot

AN ASSOCIATION’S REPORT. 


The reports of the cow test associa- 
tions that are being produced from 
various sections of the country are 
full of interest, especially to breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle. A cow 
tester signaled the first annual report 
of his association from out of the 
northwest part of the United States, 
where dairying is perhaps a little 
less generously followed than it is in 
some other parts of the country. This 
gentleman has 500 cows in the associa- 
tion at the end of the first six months. 
It had been determined to dispense 
with about six per cent of the total 
number as being very undecidedly un- 
profitable. This is not startling in 
itself, but the fact that it is especially 
pleasing to breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle is found in the state- 
ment that the highest record cow is 
Cascade Jessie, a purebred Holstein, 
owned by Wm. Todd & Sons. She is 
five years old and produced 345.6 
pounds of butterfat the first half of 
the year. Her milk flow was 9,975 
pounds. The highest monthly record 
was also made by a registered Hol- 
stein. A four-year-old owned by E. 
B. Marks holds a 30-day record of 
1,866 pounds of milk and 70 pounds 
of fat. There were a large number 
of breeders whose cows produced over 
40 pounds of fat in 30 days and the 
majority of these men are breeders 
of Holstein-Friesians.

“ ‘It is estimated that the revenue 
resulting from the sale of Wisconsin 
dairy products during the past year 
totalled in excess of $110,000,000. 

“Considering the immense amount 
of money sent out of Florida every 
year for (butter, condensed milk, cream 
and other dairy products, it does 
seem like we ought to try to produce 
more and keep that money at home. 

“I may be called a Holstein crank 
and I am proud of it. The Holstein. 
Friesian cattle are -the oldest breed 
of dairy cattle known, having origin- 
ated in a province of Holland called 
Friesland; hence the name. They 
have made that place quite famous as 
a butter and cheese country. 

“Those people think more of their 
cattle, and give them more care and 
attention, than some people in this 
country give their families; and I 
believe right there is the secret of 
their having such fine, large, heavily 
producing cows. Right here I want 
to emphasize the point that you must 
take good care of your cattle and keep 
them free of ticks, especially in rais- 
ing the calves. You do not need to 
feed so awful heavy, but feed them 
enough and regularly to keep them 
growing every minute. 

“A stunted calf, no matter how 
much breeding you have back of it, 
never makes the cow it should be. 
Do not neglect your purebred bull. 
Some people think that because they 
do not get any direct profit from him 
through the milk pail that he does 
not need any attention; but always 
remember he is half, or over half, of 
the herd. Feed him well, so he may 
grow out to be a good representa- 
tive of the breed, for he is the boy 
who will impart his vigor and con- 
stitution to his offspring. 

“The Holstein cattle are the heav- 
iest producers, both in milk and but- 
ter, of any dairy breed. They hold 
the world’s records today—one cow, 
May Echo Silvia, having made 152 
pounds of milk in 24 hours, or about 
75 quarts. Fifteen cows have reached 
the record of 40 pounds of but- 
ter in seven days. They hold 
the records in milk for 365 days, with 
the enormous amount of 30, 
pounds; and in butter with 1,400 
pounds. 

“The Holstein-Friesian Association 
is the strongest of its kind; in fact, 
we have a larger membership than all 
of the other dairy breed associations 
combined. We are registering and 
transferring more animals than any 
of the others. At the end of the 
fiscal year, April 30, 1911, we had 
4159 members. Five years later, on 
May 1. 1916, the membership totalled 
8.944 having more than doubled in 
that time. We are spending annual-

ANATIONAL DAIRYING CAM- 
PAIGN. 

A campaign to have every drop of 
milk produced in the United States 
make the fullest possible contribution 
to the food supply of the country will 
be launched immediately by the dairy 
division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This campaign 
will be carried on with funds made 
available by the food production bill 
recently enacted by congress. At 
present much skim-milk and large 
quantities of other dairy and cream- 
ery by-products are fed to farm ani- 
mals when, according to dairy special- 
ists, a considerable portion of this 
might more advantageously be made 
directly into food for human con- 
sumption. Dairy products constitute 
cheap forms of food. Whole-milk, 
skim-milk, and cottage and _ other 
cheeses are high in protein and are 
useful substitutes for meats. 

In work for fuller utilization of 
milk in factories the dairy division 
will devote special attention to cot- 
tage cheese manufacture. ‘Creamery 
and milk plant operators will be 
taught cottage cheese making by a 
corps of specialists of the division, 
milk producers will be encouraged to 
send as much whole-milk as possible 
to the creameries, and efforts will be 
made to increase the general con- 
sumption of cottage cheese by the 
public. 

Other specialists of the division will 
aid state extension workers in con- 
ducting campaigns for the improve- 
ment and increased manufacture of 
farm made cottage and cream 
cheese. These specialists also will 
conduct demonstrations before groups 
of farm men and women. 








IOWA’S FIRST CREAMERY. 


One of the features of the dairy ex- 
hibit at the Iowa State Fair this year 
was the reproduction in miniature of 
Iowa’s first creamery. This rude af- 
fair owned by John Stewart, from 
which has crown JIowa’s immense 
creamery industry, with an _ unusual 
output of about 100,000,000 pounds of 
the finest creamery butter, was built 
near Manchester in 1872. 

The creamery was a crude estab- 
lishment compared with any of Iowa’s 
modern creameries. The building 
was but 14x20 feet and the churn, 
operated by horse power, turned out 
golden butter at the rate of 100 
pounds per day. Of course, modern 
machinery, such as the pasteurizer, 
separator and refrigerator was un- 
known. 

In this creamery Matthew Van 
Deusen, Iowa’s first buttermake:, 
made the Iowa butter which took

first prize at the centennial exposition 
in Philadelphia in 1876, and laid the 
foundation for the enviable reputat’on 
which lowa butter enjoys today. The 
recent death of Mr. Van Deusen 
makes this year a particularly Stting 
one for the reproduction of this bit of 
Iowa dairy history. During Mr. Van 
Deusen’s time as a buttermaker, he 
saw lowa’s creameries increase from 
one to five hundred and the dairy in- 
dustry grow from the humble begin- 
ning of a few family cows to one of 
the leading industries, if not the most 
important food-producing industry of 
the state-—Greater lowa.

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TO DETERMINE THE AGE OF 
CALVING. 


The different tests that are beinz 
made at various agricultural colleges 
to determine whether or not ceriain 
conditions when applied to growing 
stock will turn out for good or bad, 
are of much importance to the in- 
dividual dairyman. They are import- 
ant because the individual can profit 
by the experience of others, thus sav- 
ing himself the experience and time 
of carrying out the trial. 

Many dairymen of experience differ 
in their opinion regarding the influ- 
ence of the ration that is fed to 
growing dairy stock and also regard- 
ing the age of calving for the dairy 
breeds. On the latter point, many 
dairymen believe that late calving is 
best, owing to the fact that it per- 
mits the cow to develop greater size 
and constitution. Others maintain 
that when they are permitted to calve 
at a younger age, dairy type and 
temperament are promoted and these 
breeders consider this more desirable 
than the size to which the female 
attains. 

An experiment of importance that 
throws some light on this question 
has been conducted at the Missouri 
Experiment Station under the super- 
vision of Prof. C. H. Eckles. In this 
experiment it was found that both the 
ration and the age of first calving 
were found to affect size of the ma- 
ture animal to quite an appreciable 
cegree. It was found that heavy feed- 
ing, which included a liberal supply 
of grain, caused the animals to grow 
more rapidly and thus mature earlier

a very marked degree. It was easy 
at a glance to tell these heifers from 
the others when the two kinds were 
together. Those of the smaller size 
kept small, due to the fact that the 
demand of milk production tended to 
decrease their size and constitution 
When the heifers freshened that had 
been permitted to calve early, they 
were fed abundantly, but since they 
were not capable of digesting suffj- 
cient feed, they were unable to pro- 
duce like those that were permitted 
to calve at a little later age. 


It was clearly demonstrated that 
the high producing animals were 
large cows and experience has shown 
that larger cows are more desirable 
since they have the capacity to con- 
sume larger quantities of feed. How- 
ever, this characteristic must be as- 
sociated with a strong stimulation for 
milk production before any advan- 
tage is gained. Although heavy feed- 
ing promoted larger size, it was also 


.found to have a detrimental effect on 


the milking functions. This was at- 
tributed mainly to the fact that a 
large amount of grain was included 
in the ration, and was more obvious 
in the case of Jerseys than with 
Holsteins and Ayrshires. 

Regarding the age of calving as 
influencing the capacity for milk pro- 
duction it was found that the highest 
production for a period of years was 
maintained by. the growth of cows 
which were well matured before the 
lactation period began and the lowest 
producers were those which dropped 
their first calves before they were 20 
months of age. It was found that 
for Holsteins the most desirable age 
to calve was from 26 to 30 months of 
age. Early calving puts the cows in 
the producing class at an early age, 
and this must be considered from an 
economical standpoint. However, of 
first consideration is the maximum 
production over a period of years 
and it is very likely that a well ma- 
tured cow will soon overtake in 
total production the cow whose de- 
velopment was stunted by too early 
calving. 

The main results from this experi- 
ment indicate that the rate of growth, 
maturity and the size of the cow, are 
influenced both by the rations fed 
during this period and also by the 
age of first calving. However, as far 
as milk production is concerned, 
neither of these factors is as import- 
ant as heredity. In order to develop 
the capacity for the maximum pro- 
duction, it is most advisable to supply 
a lighter ration during the period of 
growth and to delay the period of 
first calving until the female has ha’ 
sufficient time to mature, which is 
usually not less than 26 or 28 months 
of age.

Simply because they are the most 
profitable, they are money makers, 
and that seems to be what we are 
all after. They are even takine the 
place of the so-called dual-purpose 
Shorthorn cow in England, and be- 
lieve me, you have to show an 
Englishman before he is convinced. 
In fact, they are the nearest to a 
dual-purpose cow we have. Some of 
the Holstein cows attain a weight of 
2,200 pounds, and Mr. Snellgrove, 
right here in Florida, at St. Augustine, 
has a bull which weighs 2,800 pounds.

In the same way that every dairy- 
man should frequently test the milk 
from his cows and weigh the same in 
order that he may know what his 
cows are producing, so in like man- 
ner he should test regularly for 
tuberculosis. This latter undertaking 
is one of considerable importance if 
he will keep his herd healthy and be- 
cause of this fact the work of test- 
ing must be done by one who _ is 
careful in his methods. It is prefer- 
able to give the job to a skilled vet- 
erinarian. However, if one is very 
— he may do the work him- 
self.

“First of all, one sh 
to have the cows pt _ — 
normal conditions as possible “— 
should avoid anything which ae 
excite or frighten them. Directions 
usually accompany the tuberculin 
which is purchased from : a reliable 
firm, and care should be taken mi 
use the dose which appears in their 
particular directions, The dose of 
tuberculin varies with the strength of 
the tuberculin produced. . 

“The tuberculin test which js now 
usually practiced in this country is 
called the thermal test or the tem- 
perature test. It consists in taking 
the temperatures of the cows at 
three different times on the date pre- 
ceding the injection of the tuberculin 
The desirable hours to take these 
temperatures would be 1, 3 and 5 
o’clock, and if desired, again at 10 


o’clock the same evening. At 10 
o’clock of this day the tuberculin 
should be injected under the skin 


with a hypodermic syringe. The fol- 
lowing morning you should begin 
taking temperatures at 6 o’clock, and 
take the temperature of each cow 
every three hours until 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. A cow which has 
tuberculosis will begin showing a 
fever at from eight to fourteen hours 
after the injection of the tuberculin, 
and the temperature will remain up 
for a period of about six hours. 


“A cow to be condemned for 
tuberculosis should show a rise of at 
least two degrees above the highest 
temperature on the previous day, 
providing this temperature is above 
103.8. A sudden rise of two de- 
grees should not convict a cow, pro- 
viding the temperature goes back to 
normal again by the next period for 
taking temperature. A sudden rise 
which declines at once is usually 
caused by some outside disturbing 
factor, such as fright, anger, un- 
easiness, lack of water, etc. A vet- 
erinarian usually plots a curve of 
the temperatures showing that in 
typical cases of tuberculosis there is 
a gradual rise through several hours 
to the highest point, and: then a 
gradual decline, which is an_ indica- 
tion that the fever was caused by the 
tuberculin in the presence of the dis- 
ease. The tuberculin is a serum 
containing the toxins of tuberculosis, 
but does not contain any live germs. 
Injecting cows with tuberculin can- 
not cause the disease that is not al- 
ready present. However, it may 
aggravate and make worse the dis- 
ease if present. 

“It will be well for you to insist 
upon securing the tuberculin, each 
dose of which has an_ individual 
syringe with it. That is, the syringe 
is attached on the end of the bulb 
containing the tuberculin, and in 
this way you use each syringe only 
once. This makes it more convenient, 
and there is less danger of trouble 
with insanitary methods than where 
you use one of the larger hypoder- 
mic syringes. Any reliable drug 
store should be able to order the 
tuberculin for you.”

CONGESTED UDDERS.

udders. Udder swells almost twice its size 
and cows give bloody milk which is more or 
less stringy or ropy, whichever is the proper 
term. Now, we have called our local veter- 
inarian and have tried almost everything that 
we know of, and up to this time everything 
that we have tried and that which has been 
prescribed for our herd has failed. If it is 
possible for you to give us any light on this 
particular ailment, kindly do so as we are 
afraid that it will go through our entire herd, 
and whatever this is it almost dries the cows 
sompletely up.—T. B., Ohio. 

Conditions of your cows’ bags as 
you describe are the direct result of 
inflammation or congestion. Many are 
the causes of these infections and in- 
flammatory conditions. The first con- 
cern is to remove the cause which 











requires prompt and judicious han- 
dling, change the pasture, examine the 
food, also the drinking water. Look 
after all sanitary conditions, wash and 
disinfect the hands before milking, al- 
so the cows’ bags. Keep the healthy 
cows by themselves in separate pas- 
ture and milk in a disinfected barn. 
There is no one accepted method of 
treatment but you can safely resort 
to many different medicines and ob- 
tain moderate satisfaction. In con- 
queriny stubborn cases the treatment 
often has to be changed before the 
wished for results arrive. First mix 
one pound of epsom salts, one ounce 
spirits nitre, half ounce gamboge in 
a quart of warm water after which 
give as long as the disease remains 
acute, four times a day in a pint of 
water, fluid extract of taraxacum and 
rhubarb, bicarbonate of soda, one 
ounce of these three drugs. Reduce 
rich food. Bathe bags with warm 
water three times a day. After each 





time rub well with camphorated lard. 
Milk frequently and inject the bad 
quarters twice a day, using a clean 
dry syringe, with hydrosulphite soda 
two drams, boiled water half pint.

3) In sections where cows are 
supported on land adapted for staple 
crops, such as wheat, corn, barley and 
potatoes, all of which are much need- 
ed at the present time, the dairy cow 
is rapidly disappearing.

“Yet it would be most unfortunate, 
both for the industry and the people 
at large, if by artificial means a legiti- 
mate increase in the price of milk 
should be prevented. Such a condi- 
tion would mean more cows to the 
butcher, an increased shortage of 
milk and still higher prices for milk. 
It would be a sure way of taking the 
milk away from thousands of poor 
children during the coming winter.”

A UTILIZATION OF FARM 
WASTES. 


A great deal is being said at the 
present time relative to the use of 
every possible product to the best ad- 
vantage. In other words, we are be- 
ing urged on every hand to cut out 
the wastes. The Department of Ag- 
riculture in a new bulletin says: 

“Livestock of this country are con- 
fronted with a situation unparalleled 
in history. The unprecedented de- 
mand for grain for human consump- 
tion makes it imperative that such 
products bg conserved to the utmost 
and that only those feeds be used 
for stock which are not needed for 
human food.” 

So keen is this demand for greater 
care and utilization of farm products 
that the agricultural experiment 
stations are producing bulletins on 
just these subjects. The latest to 
come to this office is from the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
ih has as its author Prof. S. H. Ray 
of the animai husbandry division. The 
bulletin is comprehensive in its scope 
and the part in which we are particu- 
larly interested refers to dairy cattle. 
We are told that corn stover and dry 
straw from the straw cereals can be 
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used in feeding dairy cattle. As a 
general thing we do not look upon 
these materials as being highly pro- 
ductive of a large milk flow, but at 
the same time there is some feed 
value in them and the idea is to pre- 
vent all waste and losses. There- 
fore, it is recommended that these 
substances be fed in amounts which 
will be cuite largely determined by 
circumstances governing the various 
classes. 

The cows that are given an abund- 
ance of leguminous hay and silage 
can be fed these dry feeds to the full 
extent of their capacity. Certain 
straws, however, are not as a general 
thing considered the very best of feed 
and it is a euestion sometimes if they 
will not work better to use them ex- 
clusively for bedding. The corn 
stover, if one has a silo, can be used 
to better advantage if it is cut up 
and put into the silo-with an abund- 
ance of water rather than to try to 
make the cattle eat it dry. The bulle- 
tin, which recommends the use of 
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these feeds, gives several rations that 
may be fed to good advantage. 

It said the estimated total yield 
of corn stover in the United States 
is 245,253,000 tons. This is really a 
tremendous amount of feed when all 
things are taken into consideration 
and it is imperative that it be used 
to the best advantage this year. 


WHAT THE PRIZES WERE FOR. 


An error was inadvertently made in 
last week’s issue in giving the prizes 
for milk and butter for the coming 
year. The prizes were given in full, 
but they were not listed under the 
heads of milk prizes and _ butter 
prizes. In order to make the point 
clear, it may be stated that the but- 
ter prizes are the first in the list.

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FEED AS INDIVIDUALS, NOT AS 
A HERD. 


Cows must be fed as individuals and 
not as a herd if they are to be fed 
economically, asserts O. E. Reed, 
professor of dairy husbandry in the 
Kansas State Agricultural College. 
The quantity of milk produced by the 
cow is an indication of the quantity 
of feed she must have.. 

The first use to which the animal 
puts its food, whether producing milk 
or not, is to maintain the functions of 
the body. The feed in excess of this 
amount is used for producing milk, 
storing fat, or for growth of the foe- 
tus. 

Underfeeding is perhaps more com- 
mon than overfeeding, is the belief of 
Professor Reed. The effect of under- 
feeding may not be noticed at once, 
as the cow will produce milk for a 
time by converting the surplus flesh 
of her body into milk. Hence, if a 
cow declines in weight while she is 
producing milk, it is an indication 
that she is not receiving enough feed. 
On the other hand, the overfed cow 
may put fat on her body or she may 
get off feed. 

A succulent ration should be main- 
tained during the winter. Such a feed 
serves to keep the digestive organs in 
good condition. This succulence may 
be secured by feeding silage or roots. 
Silage makes the best succulent feed 
in this state because it is possible to 
obtain large yields of corn, cane, or 
kafir, which make excellent silage. 

The feeds in a ration must be such 
as to provide a sufficient bulk to sat- 
isfy the appetite and feeding capacity 
of the animal, and to furnish the 
amount of nutrients needed by the 
cow. An animal may be fed enough 
nutrients in the form of grain to per- 
form her work but she may receive 
too little bulk to be satisfied. 

The roughage should form the 
foundation of the dairy ration. A cow 
should have all the roughage she can 
clean up, and the grain ration should 
be regulated by the amount of milk 
produced. A cow should be fed one 
pound of grain to each three pounds 
of rich milk produced and one pound 
of grain to four pounds less rich milk. 

The three substances which must be 
considered in making up the ration 
of the dairy cow are protein, carbo- 
hydrates and fats. These substances 
are found in all feeds but in varying 
proportions. The protein or nitrog- 
enous substance, is the most expen- 
sive. It is used by the animal in the 
production of hair, hoof, hide, horn, 
blood, and muscle. Alfalfa, clover 
hay, cottonseed and _ linseed meal, 
bran, oats, and gluten feeds contain a 
high per cent of protein. The car- 
bohydrates and fats produce heat and 
furnish energy to make the fat that 
is stored up in the body and in the 
milk. ‘Corn, kafir, cane, corn silage, 
timothy hay, oats, and wheat straw 
contain a high per cent of carbohy- 
drates. 

A balanced ration must contain 
both protein and carbohydrate foods. 
Alfalfa and clover furnish protein in 
the form of roughage. In order to bal- 
ance the ration, it is best to feed a 
grain rich in carbohydrates. If the 
roughage consists of cane or kafir, 
then a grain ration such as bran or 
oats must furnish the protein. The 
protein feeds are the most expensive 
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feeds on the market, If alf

highest and most economical Game 
are obtained. One of the princinal 
reasons for the low average orden 
tion of the Kansas cow is that she ‘i

_ Economic feeding resolves itself 
into the study and execution of the 
lesson which nature teaches, The 
cow makes her greatest production in 
the early summer. The intelligent 
feeder therefore will strive to main- 
tain similar conditions as nearly as 
possible throughout the year.

province to test their entire herd for 
tuberculosis, to obtain a clean Fries- 
ian herd. There existed laws that 
made the testing of all animals that 
were shipped to foreign countries 
necessary, but further steps had to 
be taken and the bovine scourge 
among the Friesian cattle had to be 
eradicated — this being demanded 
from a financial, moral and health 
standpoint. 

Injudicious line breeding had to be 
stopped; the creameries, being the 
most active agencies in the spread 
of the disease, had to pasteurize the 
returned products such as skim-milk, 
whey and buttermilk; and livestock 
sales had to be controlled. 


The law of 1904 made it possible 
for every farmer to have a cow, which 
he suspected, tested by the state vet- 
erinarians and compensation was paid 
for the slaughtered animal. Accord- 
ingly, during a period of six years, 
about 48,000 head of cattle were of- 
fered to the government, from which 
about 27,000 were killed. These ani- 
mals were valued at about $3,500,000. 
It can easily be seen that big sums 
were spent and still the success was 
little. This was because the method 
of paying for single animals was not 
the right one. Then another law was 
added, viz.: if a farmer wanted to 
have a single animal tested, he was 
obliged to have the remaining part of 
his herd tested also, and there the 
critical point came. Many farmers 
were not convinced of the enormous 
importance of having their whole 
herd tested, whereas the expropria- 
tion laws were not of compelling 
strength, and I might say that the 
combating methods of nowadays are 
null and void. The writer’s idea 
about this question is “that every 
state or country should have such 
laws that compel the farmer to have 
all his cows tested and expropriate 
the reactors at nine-tenths of their 
value.” 

This might cost in the beginning 
an enormous amount of money, but 
it is the only way to get a clean herd 
in a district. A law of total testing 
and expropriation is pending now 
and will probably be approved next 
year, which will sure be a good step 
forward. ;

Friesland, the Friesian farmer can- 
not afford the least neglect in_ his 
business and the loss of one teat 
means for him a leakage in his busi- 
ness, not only that he gets less milk 
from the cow and loses money, but 
moreover, the cow loses about a 
fourth of her value and is declared 
unfit for the milk business. Hence, 
the farmer takes utmost care in keep- 
ing the udder condition in excellent 
order. 

B. Inexperienced milkers are ab- 
solutely not allowed to touch a good 
cow. 

C. In case of abnormality of the 
udder, no end of trouble is taken to 
prevent worse. 


D. The farmer himself is the first 
and the last in the barn and milks 
the heaviest milk producers, as no 
eye is as good as that of the master. 


Now we ask, which rules of nre- 
vention does he follow in general. 
These are simple but effective. Fresh 
cows are milked three times a day 
as long as there is any congestion in 
the bag, and the bag is rubbed and 
massaged for several minutes at each 
milking, lard or vaseline being applied 
at the same time. The feed is very 
laxative. Drafts, damp ground, and 
standing near open doors are consid- 
ered as serious menaces and thus pre- 
vented. The part of the stall on 
which the cow lies, is of wood. No 
washing of the udder with wet cloth 
is done, just a dry cloth is used. No 
calves are allowed to suck and a 
thoroughly clean milking out of the 
cow is considered as a first essential.

Ration Needs More Protein. 

I write to ask you if wet brewers’ grains 
fresh from the brewery would supply enough 
protein if fed with corn silage, corn chop and 
ground oats?—C. K., Pennsylvania. 

A_ cow weighing 1,000 pounds and 
producing 30 pounds of 3.5 per cent 
milk would require 2.53 pounds of 
protein and 17.405 pounds total diges- 
tible nutrients. 

Ten pounds of hay, 30 pounds of 


silage and two pounds of ground oats, | 


two pounds of corn meal, and 30 
pounds of wet brewers’ grains would 
provide 2.44 pounds of digestible pro- 
tein and 18.024 pounds total digestible 
nutrients. This shows that wet 
brewers’ grains would furnish not 
quite enough protein according to 
our feeding standard, although I 
think the ration noted would be a 
very good ration. You might per- 
haps improve it by feeding 25 pounds 





& 


of wet brewers’ grains and putting in 
a pound of cottonseed meal or gluten 
feed. 


Rye and Oats or Mill Feed. 

Will you please tell me if it is best to sell 
good rye and buy some of the prepared dairy 
feeds? I have rye and oats. What proportion 
should I mix these two grains to get best 
results from milk cows? It will cost 10c per 
hundred to get the grinding done. We have 
silage, rye and oats.—J. F. F., Indiana. 

_ The question of selling rye and buy- 
ing in its place a prepared dairy feed 
is purely an economical question. If 
you can buy hominy feed and wheat 
bran, for example, cheaper than the 
price that you can sell the same 
amount bv weight of rye and oats, 
I think it would be a good exchange. 
As a mixture to utilize the rye and 
oats I would suggest the following: 


Five hundred pounds of rye, 500 
pounds of oats, 300 pounds of cotton-

Those Exceptional Ones. 


We see in a recent issue of the World the 
wonderful performance of Juliana Tirania De 
Kol. Would congratulate Mr. Ball as he has 
added to the west another world’s record 
Holstein, and she is a calf. No wonder that 
the east is watching our smoke with Mr. 
Smiley’s Hester going at her present pace 
with towards 100 pounds of butter to her 
credit to spare over her nearest world’s 
champion, Mr. Irwin’s Skylark, which holds 
the championship for a year’s record of 1,506 
pounds butter. And like the little Ford car, 
Hester is sure of being there with the butter 
when her 365 days are up, barring accident. 

Now would like to ask—should a heifer calf 
be milked before she freshens or is bred? 
We have two now that give milk, but do not 
milk them only to keep the udder from 
caking. They are both granddaughters of 
King Segis De Kol Korndyke, the sire of the 
first 40-pound cow. One of them, Inga Ontario 
De Kol, is only 10 months old, Alma Lincoln 
Pontiac De Kol is 17 months old and pos- 
sibly may be with calf by accident six 
months. She was in heat two months ago 
but that might have been a false heat. 

Alma’s udder is as large now as the aver- 
age cow on the farms around here. We are 
using turpentine and butter to keep the sore- 
ness out and just strip out the quarters a 
little. She is a very large yearling, weighs 
over 1,000 pounds and puts on fat very fast. 

We do not feed her—only runs in pasture 
on wild grass. You published her picture 
along the first of the year. She took first 
premium at the South Dakota State Fair last 
year. 
Both of the youngsters have large milk 
veins running clear forward to their forelegs. 
These calves are from the state hospital breed- 
ing, State of Michigan. 

We could have shown this junior yearling 
this year, if fed for show, weighing close to 
1,200 pounds if not quite that much. 

Now we would like to know what to do 
with these freaks or wonders, as you call 
them—milk them or keep them as near dry 
as possible? No doubt others have the same 
trouble.—M. A. S., South Dakota. ; 

I would say that it is better to milk 
a heifer regularly if she is milked at 
all before she is bred. I do not think 
it wise just to milk a cow enough to 
keep her udder from caking. I would 
breed her just the same as usual, keep 
track of the breeding date and then 
dry her off eight weeks before calv- 
ing. I think a heifer would be excep- 
tional if she could not be dried off 


by feeding her timothy hay alone.

I would suggest the following as 
treatment for your cows as men- 
tioned in your letter of August 15th. 
First we will take the cows numbered 
(10), (45), (92) and the last one men- 
tioned without a number. These 
cows are dry. I would feed them 
from now until time for freshening, 
the following mixture: 

Thirty pounds corn meal, 30 pounds 
wheat bran, 30 pounds ground oats, 10 
pounds oil meal. 

Then after freshening I would feed 
them on the above mixture for a few 
days changing gradually to this mix- 
ture which we will call our milk pro- 
ducing mixture: 

Five hundred pounds distillers’ dried 
grains, 300 pounds gluten seed, 400 
pounds wheat bran, 200 pounds oil 
meal, 200 pounds cottonseed meal, 
400 pounds hominy. 

If you wish you may substitute vel- 
vet bean meal for part of the gluten 
feed and cottonseed meal. Gradually 
increase these cows on this milk pro- 
ducing mixture not faster than one 
pound of grain increase per day. 
Feed them all the corn silage they 
will eat and all the alfalfa hay they 
will eat, and to get largest economical 
production from these large cows I 
think you will also be able to feed 
about all the grain they will eat. 

For the cows that are already in 
milk you may use this same milk pro- 
ducing mixture, starting them off with 
six to eight pounds of grain a day if 
they have been getting no grain at 
all and gradually bring that up to the 
point where they are eatine all the 
grain that they will. I would milk 
the cows that are now in milk three 
times a day and as soon as you get 
any of them above 40 pounds of milk 
I would change to four times a day. 
When milking three times a day they 
should be milked as nearly as possi- 
ble at equal intervals. When milked 
four times the intervals between milk- 
ings should be equal. 

Some of the most successful men 
who have fitted and tested cows for 
advanced registry suggest putting 15 
pounds of charcoal and 15 pounds of 
salt into each 1,000 pounds of mix- 
ture of grain. Also the cows should 
be given all the water they want 
after each milking. It is customary

on soaked beet pulp if you can ob- 
tain either of these, before milking 
and allow the cow to eat the grain 
while she is being milked. 

The above is a general statement 
of how these cows should be handled. 
You will want to study each individ- 
ual cow and see whether you can find 
out any particular whims that will 





help. I cannot suggest any mineral 


other than that the cows should be 
given access to rock salt as a lick in 
addition to the salt mixed in with the 
feed. 

The articles by Charles Cole in the 
Holstein-Friesian World on March

yours. Perhaps you can get these 
from the World in ulletin form.

The guests were very enthusiastic 
over the sanitary conditions of the 
barn and surroundings, many stating 
that in this respect it was far superior 
to anything they had ever seen. The 
outer state visitors were particularly 
enthusiastic as to the simplicity of 
the arrangement, equipment and 
methods, nothing being on hand that 
was not used daily as a means of 
saving labor and producing a clean 
dairy product. 

President Clapp of the Dairymen’s 
Association presided as toast master, 
and three minute talks were made by 
W. B. Bizzell, president of the Texas 
Agricultural and Mechanical College; 
J. W. Ridgway, professor of dairy 
husbandry of.the Texas Agricultural 
and Mechanical College; J. H. Mc- 
Clain of the dairy division, Washing- 
ton,. D. C.; C. H. Staples, ‘Lowisiqna; 
C. H. Alvord, superintendent of the 
Taft Ranch, Taft, Texas; Dr. Tait 
Butler, editor of the Progressive 
Farmer, Tennessee, together. with a 
number of the members of the asso- 
ciation. 

Good fellowship prevailed and the 
association unanimously acclaimed 
their intention of making this feature 
an annual affair. 
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FACTS REGARDING CONTA- 
GIOUS ABORTION. 


Contagious abortion does much 
damage in some herds, says officials of 
the North Dakota Agricultural’ Col- 
lege. It has been found that infected 
cows do not continue to abort. When 
it first breaks out in the herd a con- 
siderable number usually throw their 
calves. During the second year the 
abortions will be less and the third 
year the cases will be few. In this 
way the disease disappears automati- 
cally provided that no new _ suscep- 
tible animals are added to the herd. 
Disposing of the cows that have 
aborted and buying new ones usually 
results in prolonging the disease in 
the herd. The contagious abortion 
germs are often spread by the bull, 
so great care need be exercised in 
purchasing a sire to make sure that 
he is free from the contagion and also 
not to allow him to serve cows that 
are affected. 


The cultivating of alfalfa fields 
after the first crop has been harvested 
will result in a larger crop in dry sea- 
sons.
